mittee. that, as a result of had hook

statutes, the District Of Columbia owe:

lars.

After Mr. Taylor delivered his speecli

yesterday Chairman Johnson of the Districtcommittee replied and other members.evincing interest in the matter, took
a hand in the debate on the partnership
problem.

The Stipulation. in Act of 1874.
Chairman Johnson of the District committeeopened the discussion.
"The gentleman from Ohio," he said,

"has Just read from the act of 1874,
t liich says In substance that the United
States government pledges its faith tc

pay, according to its proportion, hall
thi expenses of the District of Columbia
by such proportionate contributions as

Congress may hereafter make. Now if
3 understand the gentleman correctly he
means to say by that that Congress
then and there agreed to contribute towardthe payment of these .1-65 bonds
'bv act of Congress thereafter to be passed."

"I say," Mr. Taylor responded, "that
that pledge bound the United States
government; bound the government, not
Congress. A great many men more able
than myself, and greater lawyers, said
the same thing, among them being J.
C. S. Blackburn of the gentleman's own
tate. I may be wrong, and he may be

Wrong."
"The gentleman did refer to the act of

1874?" Mr. Johnson suggested.
"That is the one I was talking about,"

replied Mr. Taylor.
"Yes." continued the District chairman,

"by which these bonds were to be paid
by the District and the federal governmentto such an extent as the federal
government might thereafter make appropriationsto do so."
"By whatever proportional appropriationstlie government agreed to make, it

not having at that time made any speciticarrangement," said Mr. Taylor.
"By a proper proportional contribution?"asked Mr. Johnson.
"Yes." Mr. Taylor replied.
"Now, then," said .Mr. Johnson, "that

was only a contemplation, but when they
came to form the permanent agreement
between the District and the federal governmentin 1X78 they used this language:
'Hereafter the Secretary of the Trea«ur>
shall pay the interest on the a.OT» bonds nt
the District of Columbia, issued in pursuanceof the act c.f Congress approved
June 2l>. 1874. when the same shall becomedue and payable: and ail amount
so pai# shall he credited as a part of the
appropriation for the year by the United
States toward the expenses of the Districtof Columbia, as hereinbefore provided.'"

Johnson, "that when Congress came to
make the appropriation "

Gudc, who occupies second position,turned in l«>,30u insects, which kept
the margin between himself and the topnotcherpractically the same.
The. race so far is a close one between

the boys and girls who are entered in it.
Of the twenty-five leaders, twelve are

girls. Their combined score is slightly
below that established by the boys. The
youngest contestant is Lawrence Fitzgerald,who is but ten years old. w hlle the
